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New Signs, FBI HQ, Cable TV 
Are Council Meeting Subjects 


On February 13 the Greenbelt 
City Council reviewed a design 
for new signs to be placed at 
entry points and other locations 
within the city. The design, pic- 
tured at right, was developed as 
part of the city’s upcoming 75th 
anniversary preparations. 

Mayor Judith Davis said she 
thought the design was too busy 
and difficult to read. She thought 
the bottom of the design should 
be removed or the white space 
diminished to make the logo 
bigger. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
disagreed. She thought it impor- 
tant to include the bottom section 
since it is difficult to read the 
years “1937-2012” imprinted on 
the numerals “75” of the logo. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said staff had recog- 
nized difficulties in reading the 
information. The signs, he said, 
would be resized from 18 by 24 
inches to 24 by 36 inches. He 
said staff thought the logo and 
the welcome are vital parts of the

sign. Staff also considers Green- 
belt’s designation as a National 
Historic Landmark an important 
part of the city’s history that it 
tries to communicate regularly, 
even though on this occasion it 
may not play a significant role. 
Cost 

The cost of 10 signs will be 
$660, which McLaughlin said 
would come from general city 
funds, not those allocated for the 
75th anniversary. He estimated 
the life of the signs at around 
five years. 

McLaughlin said staff could 
consider council’s suggestions 
about increasing the size of the 
logo and reducing the white 
Space on the sign. Council 
unanimously approved the signs. 
(Councilmember Konrad Herling 
was absent from the meeting). 

Lore Rosenthal of the Green- 
belt Climate Action Network 
(GCAN) petitioned councilmem- 
bers to sign up for wind energy. 
She said she had learned at a 
recent green forum that at least 
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some councilmembers had not 
made this change even though 
they could. She offered to help 
them with the process of chang- 
ing to wind energy. 

Rosenthal said the switch 
would save them money, as well

Family of Michael Mang Drops 
Lawsuit against City and Police 


Three Greenbelt Police Officers 
and the City of Greenbelt were 
dropped as defendants on Febru- 
ary 15 in a $10 million lawsuit 
seeking damages in the death of 
Michael Mang, according to Chief 
James Craze and Daniel Karp, the 
attorney representing the city in 
the lawsuit filed by Mang’s fam- 
ily members. In the suit’s list of 
complaints, it was alleged that the 
police officers had, with malicious 
and sadistic intent, used excessive 
force, causing Mang to suffer seri- 
ous injuries that caused his death. 

Mang’s death on May 26, 
2010, from a heart attack subse- 
quent to his arrest by Greenbelt

Police, had resulted in consider- 
able publicity in the press and on 
television as a result of complaints 
made by Mang’s mother, Lynda 
Sheppard. According to the Po- 
lice Department press release at 
the time: “at approximately 4:23 
a.m., officers responded to the 13 
court of Hillside Road, Greenbelt, 
in an attempt to serve a criminal 
warrant for assault against a fam- 
ily member [Sheppard]. During 
the arrest, the suspect, who was 
reportedly under the influence of 
drugs, fought responding officers 
and was injured during the alterca- 
tion. The suspect was transported 
by officers to a local hospital

for evaluation and was later dis- 
charged after being medically 
released by hospital staff. 

“The suspect was brought to 
the police station for process- 
ing related to the warrant, dur- 
ing which time the suspect col- 
lapsed and stopped breathing. 
Officers quickly administered 
rescue breathing and summoned 
an ambulance. The suspect was 
transported by ambulance back to 
the hospital, where he was later 
pronounced dead.” 

Earlier, according to on- 
line case records of the Prince 
George’s County District Court in 
Hyattsville, Sheppard appeared at 
a hearing at 12 am. on May 26 
petitioning emergency domestic 
violence restraining orders against 
Mang. The court issued a tempo- 
rary order ordering Mang not to 
abuse or contact the petitioner, to 
vacate the house and not to enter 
the residence. The order was then 
brought to the Greenbelt Police 
for serving upon Mang. 

On May 27 a reporter from 
WUSA9Y News interviewed Shep- 
pard who was reported to have 
watched the confrontation of her 
son with police through a window. 
She said, “He was a very kind 
soul and he wasn’t combative and 
I don’t believe he got the right 
care. I think he was brutalized.” 

Although Mang had suffered 
a broken nose and a broken rib

R. Rosales: Citizen Power 
Won through Technology

African 
American he- 
roes, both his- 
torical and 
personal, have 
inspired Green- 
brook Village 
Board Vice 
President Roody 
Rosales to use 
his technologi- 
cal expertise to 
create positive 
changes in the 
community. 

Rosales’ 
knowledge of 
African Ameri- 
can history 
comes from a unique perspec- 
tive. His family immigrated 
to America from Cuba over 50 
years ago, settling in some of the 
rougher areas of Chicago. His 
father had been one of the few 
black officers in the Cuban army 
and, once in the U.S., became a 
journalist writing against com- 
munism. 

Although his family was ac- 
tive in the community, Rosales, 
to garner protection from gangs

resentful of in- 
tegration of the 
neighborhood, 
joined a gang 
himself from 
age 10 until he 
was 12, before 
drugs and gun 
violence had be- 
come an integral 
part of gang 
membership. 

He quit when 
his father que- 
ried, “You’re 
doing all this 
crazy stuff out 
on the street. 
Don’t you know 
about the law of Karma?” I 
thought, “What’s that?” Then 
his father explained, “It’s the law 
that says that everything that you 
do to others comes back to you.” 
Rosales quit the gang. 

Music aided him in this tran- 
sition. He formed a band that 
eventually played backup for 
Curtis Mayfield and the Impres- 
sions when they came to town.

Minimum Cost to Widen 
Parkway Is $343 Million

An extra lane on the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway will 
cost at least $343 million, accord- 
ing to a report being prepared for 
Congress this month. 

The public learned the figure 
at the third and final public meet- 
ing of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway Widening Feasibility 
Study, held February 16 at the 
Greenbelt Community Center. 

Previous meetings on July 20 
and November 17, 2011, aired 
mostly negative public senti- 
ments on the proposed widening, 
while also exploring how it could 
be done. Thursday’s meeting 
was no different, as the study 
team promised to include “ma- 
jor themes” of public comment 
alongside cost estimates. 

According to the study team, 
themes to be reported to Con- 
gress include: 

¢ Widening the Parkway, re- 
gardless of the use of the ad- 
ditional lane, does not provide a 
long-term solution to congestion. 


¢ The addition of an extra 
lane will only increase demand 
and promote greater environmen- 
tal impacts. 

¢ Alternative mobility options 
along the corridor (e.g., extending 
the Green Line alignment) need 
consideration. 

¢ Widening may have nega- 
tive safety implications (e.g., pos- 
sible degradation in safety caused 
by the extra lane and limited 
gap/clearance between opposite 
lanes). 

¢ Widening will have negative 
community impacts (e.g., noise, 
ageravating barrier within divided 
communities). 

¢ The aesthetic, historic and 
natural values of the Parkway 
need to be preserved. 

¢ Concern for natural and 
environmental impacts caused 
by widening (e.g., impacts on 
wildlife, trees, air quality, light 
pollution, heat and island effect).

Carruthers Misstates 


Smoking Suit Issues 

Andy Carruthers’ letter in the 
February 9 edition of the News 
Review again misstates the facts 
of the secondhand smoke litiga- 
tion, once again doing a disser- 
vice to this community. 

First, Mr. Carruthers states 
that only a small point remains, 
namely whether the smoking 
neighbor should be permitted 
to smoke outside. That is not 
correct. The smoking neighbor 
agreed not to smoke inside only 
on the first day of trial, not dur- 
ing the administrative process. 
Nor has GHI ever agreed to en- 
force the nuisance provision of 
the Mutual Ownership Contract 
(MOC), following GHI’s deter- 
mination that the smoking was in 
fact a nuisance. After recogniz- 
ing the continuing health hazard 
during the administrative process, 
GHI said there was nothing it 
could do. The alternatives of- 
fered to the victim were to put 
up with the smoke or move. 
That is unacceptable and, I would 
suspect, unacceptable to most 
members of this cooperative. 

Mr. Carruthers’ description of 
the litigation as “optional” is a 
somewhat distorted characteriza- 
tion of the existing rules and 
established process. Carruthers 
would have members litigate to 
enforce the existing rules and 
process but then agree during 
trial to let bygones be bygones.

Forcing an affected member and 
the entire cooperative for that 
matter to undertake expensive 
litigation each time the board 
refused to enforce its own rules 
is not “optional.” 

A member complaints panel 
should enforce the MOC to pre- 
vent a recognized nuisance and 
admitted health hazard, at that 
stage. Members of this coopera- 
tive victimized by exposure to a 
neighbor’s secondhand smoke 
should not have to litigate to 
obtain relief. If the complaints 
panel and the board determine 
the condition to be dangerous, it 
should be stopped, period. That 
is the point of this case and the 
pending appeal. 

Second, Mr. Carruthers claims 
it defies credibility that a neigh- 
bor’s outdoor smoking would 1m- 
pact an adult indoors. That is an 
ignorant and outdated character- 
ization of the relevant facts. This 
case is not a smoking case or 
even a secondhand smoking case. 
It is a nuisance case. “Just close 
your windows and quit whining” 
is a common response to such 
facts. The trial court added, 
“Just install exhaust fans and take 
other remedial measures.” These 
views are a misperception of the 
problem. In no other area of nui- 
sance law is the victim required 
to mitigate the nuisance. That 
is an improper transference of 
responsibility. 

The prevailing scientific and 
engineering evidence indicates 
that secondhand smoke travels 
not only between units in multi- 
family dwellings but from inside 
to outside and vice-versa. It is in 
part the reason the City of Green- 
belt and nearly every other pub- 
lic entity does not allow smok- 
ing within a certain distance of 
public facilities. The American 
Society of Heating, Refrigeration 
and Air-Conditioning Engineers 
(ASHRAE) has published infor- 
mative position papers on this 
subject available on the web. 
Expert witness, James Repace, 
cited this evidence at trial. 

More to the point, however,

Mr. Carruthers neglects to men- 
tion the real impact of a neigh- 
bor’s secondhand smoke that 
travels to adjoining units and 
onto adjoining property. The 
neighbor on the other side of 
the smoker, who also testified at 
trial, indicated as did I that we 
are not able to use our patios and 
backyards when cigarette smoke 
is present. Why should we not 
get to use our property or have 
to run around and close all our 
windows whenever the smoker 
decides to smoke, in particular 
if it’s every day? That is not 
fundamental consideration for the 
rights of others in a cooperative. 
Secondhand smoke that trav- 
els into adjoining units and onto 
adjoining property is a nuisance 
and a health hazard. The mem- 
ber complaints panel should not 
have permitted it to continue in 
this case. GHI has maintained 
the opposite throughout the liti- 
gation and the pending appeal. 
With due respect, the affected 
neighbors’ position in this case 
is a logical one based on all the 
prevailing scientific evidence. 
And it is a reason this posi- 
tion was supported in this case 
by the American Cancer Society, 
the American Heart Association, 
the American Lung Association, 
Tobacco Free Kids and a num- 
ber of other nationally known 
organizations. I again invite Mr. 
Carruthers and others to read 
the briefs in this case, including 
those filed by the amicus curiae, 
so that an informed debate can be 
based on an accurate assessment 
of the facts and the law.

Smoking and GHI 


I lived in GHI with my neigh- 
bor’s smoke for three years and 
came up with the same idea Shel- 
va Angle wrote in the 2/2/2012 
News Review: create a smoke- 
free covenant which all members 
of a row would voluntarily agree 
to enter. The covenant would be 
binding on future members of 
that row, ensuring the row would 
become smoke-free in perpetuity. 
The covenant could be set to ap- 
ply to only the inside or also to 
yards, depending on what agree- 
ment all members of the row 
would voluntarily want to enter 
or they could decide to start with 
interior and later supplement it 
with smoke-free yards. It could 
further be extended to common 
areas by agreement of members 
of all bordering rows. 

While this would not help 
people with a smoking neighbor 
now, since most smokers would 
probably not agree to enter into 
such a covenant, it would gradu- 
ally over time yield a stock of 
smoke-free housing. 

Such covenants have been 
court-tested elsewhere and might 
increase the resale value despite 
limiting the supply of potential 
buyers, as smoke-free multifam- 
ily housing is in relatively short 
supply and many people would 
prefer and be willing to pay for 
being assured of a smoke-free en- 
vironment. When I proposed this 
in 2005, the nearest smoke-free 
complex was in Charlottesville, 
so I decided the only way I could 
be sure of avoiding secondhand 
smoke was to purchase a single 
family free-standing house. I left 
my GHI survey/petition with a 
neighbor. In the six years since 
I left, several complexes in the 
metro area have gone smoke-free 
while GHI has not advanced this 


discussion. 

GHI’s court testimony about 
other member’s experiences in 
Mr. Schuman’s case may be in- 
accurate. The 8/25/2011 News 
Review reported that the GHI 
president testified that no mem- 
ber had complained to the board 
about the absence of a smoking 
policy and the description of his 
testimony seems to imply that 
no others experiencing second 
hand smoke from neighbors initi- 
ated complaints to the board or 
management. I did complain 
for several years, with a series 
of letters to management and the 
board. Also, I asked the manage- 
ment and board for a list of all 
previous member complaints and 
I do not recall them providing 
me with any information about 
Mr. Schuman’s complaint despite 
his first complaints preceding my 
request by at least five years. 

Additionally, I was informed 
by a former GHI staff architect 
that standard construction even 
when the GHI frame units were 
constructed should have included 
a firewall between units and he 
had a pilot project to retrofit a 
few firewalls, which incidentally 
would have been more effective 
at blocking the spread of tobacco 
smoke than the caulking and seal- 
ing GHI attempted. 

However, GHI canceled the 
project before the pilot began. 
Further, GHI does not disclose to 
prospective members that there 
is a risk of secondhand smoke 
hazard caused by smoke being 
transported from neighboring 
units. This hazard would not 
be obvious because the units do 
not share air space, there is no 
shared ventilation system, there 
is no shared vestibule, and the 
windows (at least on some units) 
are rather well sealed. 

Prospective members also are 
not made aware of a lack of bar- 
rier between the units — only in- 
terior drywall on each side, with 
empty space and pipes and wires 
between. I notified management 
and the board that these condi- 
tions ought to be disclosed but 
they did not act on my recom- 
mendation.

as support Greenbelt’s position in 
the Sustainable Maryland Certi- 
fied and Green Neighborhood 
Challenge programs. She vol- 
unteered to talk with any condo- 
minium managers to show how 
the association could benefit from 
changing to wind energy. 

Davis told her that John Lip- 
pert, also of GCAN, had already 
spoken to a representative of the 
firm that manages some condo- 
miniums in Greenbelt. 

Rosenthal said 264 Greenbelt 
residences have signed up for 
wind energy and 64 more resi- 
dences are needed to qualify the 
city for designation by the EPA as 
a Green Power Community. 

Cable TV Negotiations 

In another agenda item, council 
agreed to join a coalition with the 
county and other Prince George’s 
municipalities to negotiate a new 
franchise agreement with Comcast 
Cable. The current agreement 
with Comcast expires in 2014 but 
staff noted the negotiation process 
is long and specialized. Being 
part of a coalition will allow for 
the sharing of costs and streamline 
the process through creation of 
an agreement template for each 
franchising authority to use in 
its individual agreement with the 
cable company. Legal expertise 
will be available during the coali- 
tion’s process. 

Chris Shuman, a GHI resi- 
dent, complained about the cur- 
rent lack of maintenance on cable 
boxes and wires, calling them 
unsightly in places. Council- 
members agreed. They asked that 
maintenance issues be addressed 
during the agreement process. 


In the meantime, Beverly Palau, 
the city’s public information and 
communications coordinator, said 
people who see a problem with 
cable equipment should call the 
company to give the location, not 
assuming that someone else has 
addressed the problem. 
FBI Task Force 

Prince George’s County Ex- 
ecutive Rushern Baker recently 
signed a resolution to encourage 
the federal government to lo- 
cate a new headquarters for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) inside the county. Baker 
had also announced creation of an 
inter-agency task force to analyze 
possible sites that would meet the 
criteria set for the new headquar- 
ters location. 

Council discussed the possibil- 
ity of having a city representative 
be part of the task force or at 
least to monitor its proceedings. 
McLaughlin said he was not sure 
the former possibility would be 
acceptable to county officials, 
though Davis called this the op- 
tion she preferred. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
thought a site near the Greenbelt 
Metro station was the only site in 
the county that would meet federal 
criteria. According to an article in 
the Washington Business Journal 
(Feb. 9, 2012), these criteria in- 
clude an area of “‘at least 55 acres, 
able to handle 2 million sq. ft., 
and within half a mile of Metro.” 

All councilmembers present 
voted in favor of Mach’s motion to 
ask the county for city representa- 
tion on the task force or, if that is 
not appropriate, permission for the 
city to monitor the proceedings.

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But he also had career plans. 
“T had a dream of becoming an 
engineer and being the only engi- 
neer in our family,” Rosales said. 

When a Cornell recruiter con- 
vinced him he had a good chance 
of acceptance into Cornell, Ro- 
sales finished high school in three 
years. 

College Work 

At Cornell many of Rosales’ 
advisors had been former Black 
Panthers. They instilled in mi- 
nority students the need “to be 
watriors for our people in the 
future.” 

Rosales’ response was to start 
the Black Student Electrical En- 
gineering Association. Realizing 
early on that computers were the 
wave of the future, he majored in 
information systems. 

Rosales finished his master’s 
degree but decided not to pursue 
a doctorate. “I realized I didn’t 
want to live by a philosophy of 
publish or perish and be totally 
removed from the common day- 
to-day problems and issues of 
people,” he said. 

After becoming a consultant, 
he felt a need to give back. “So 
I left my three piece suits be- 
hind,” Rosales says. He moved 
into north Philadelphia to head 
the computer program at Berean 
Institute, a vocational school “in 
the heart of the ghetto,” Rosales 
says. The institute provided op- 
portunities for those who could 
not get into traditional colleges. 
While there, he developed a two- 
year degree program and a one- 
year diploma program, both in 
computer technology, that were 
certified by the state.

After leaving Berean he creat- 
ed a consulting business special- 
izing in artificial intelligence and 
in 1988 presented his research 
at the 4th Annual Conference on 
Artificial Intelligence. 

Rosales says he’s had lots of 
African American role models 
throughout his life, like the Cor- 
nell recruiter. Among these are 
an economist from Cornell who 
educated him about the Afri- 
can history of Cuba and Harold 
Stinger, whose engineering and 
IT company, SGT, mentored Ro- 
sales’ small consulting business, 
helping it to become a subcon- 
tractor for NASA. 

Raytheon Engineer 

Rosales is now a principal 
software engineer at Raytheon, 
working on the N-DEx project 
for the FBI, which integrates 
information from all levels of 
government to find criminals. 

His personal African American 
heroes are the renowned attorney 
Charles Hamilton Houston, men- 
tor to Thurgood Marshall and 
known as “the man who killed 
Jim Crow,”* as well as famed 
orator and statesman Frederick 
Douglass. 

It appears that Rosales has 
taken the advice Douglass once 
proffered to those who want to 
effect positive change: “Agitate, 
agitate, agitate.” 

Six months after becoming a 
member-at-large of the Green- 
brook Village HOA, he started 
an online community by going 
door-to-door to gather residents’ 
email addresses. When it was 
proposed that HOA fees would 
be raised, Rosales used the online 
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community to present his ideas 
for alternatives to the increase. 

Rosales, who had built the 
website for the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Coalition, proposed 
other reforms for the Greenbrook 
Village HOA, eventually run- 
ning for vice president on those 
changes. The current board’s 
achievements include streaming 
audio meeting minutes and a 
budget surplus while HOA yearly 
fees have been reduced by $36. 

Information Increase 

The biggest accomplishment, 
Rosales says, has been increased 
communications using the latest 
technology. “Increased infor- 
mation exchange leads to in- 
creased knowledge, which leads 
to increased power, so all of our 
homeowners are empowered,” 
Rosales says.

2005 Sex Assault Nets 


A 25-year Sentence 

On June 25, 2005, a 
14-year-old and her young- 
er brother and sister walking 
home in the 9200 block of Ed- 
monston Road were approached 
by an armed adult man. The 
man took the 14-year-old at 
gunpoint and forced her to per- 
form a sex act. 

Because the assailant’s face 
was covered, the girl was un- 
able to identify him. Without 
further leads the investigation 
was suspended, although DNA 
evidence collected at the crime 
scene was submitted to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Combined DNA Index System. 

In December 2009 Greenbelt 
police were notified of a hit on 
the submitted DNA, identify- 
ing Kevin Lewis Deleon, 31, 
of Hyattsville as the suspect in 
the 2005 crime and reopened 
the investigation. A search 
warrant confirmed the DNA 
match, resulting in first degree 
sex offense criminal charges 
against Deleon. 

On February 15 as Deleon’s 
trial was to begin, he pled 
guilty to the charge and was 
sentenced to 80 years, with all 
but 25 suspended. 


LAWSUIT 
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as a result of the police arrest, 
the Office of the Chief Medical 
Examiner reported that Mang had 
died of natural causes, a heart at- 
tack. Mang had slumped while 
being held in a police holding 
cell as recorded by a monitoring 
video camera and was provided 
immediate emergency care. 

The incident was investigated 
by the Maryland State Police Ho- 
micide Unit. Upon completion, 
according to an April 15, 2011, 
statement by the state police, 
the investigation was forwarded 
to the State’s Attorney’s Office 
for review. That office issued a 
letter of declination, finding “no 
evidence of any criminal wrong- 
doing in this case.” 

According to Craze, com- 
plaints made against Doctors 
Community Hospital as a defen- 
dant in the lawsuit are still pend- 
ing adjudication. 

“The City extends condo- 
lences to the family of Mi- 
chael Mang who died of natural 
causes in May of 2010 while 
in police custody,” Craze said. 
“The wrongful death civil suit 
brought against our police of- 
ficers was frivolous and totally 
without merit as was proved 
by the Maryland State Police 
investigation and the review of 
the case by the Prince George’s 
County State’s Attorney’s Office. 
In fact, officers acted heroically 
performing CPR on Mr. Mang 
after he was stricken. It is un- 
fortunate that their efforts fell 
short of saving his life.”

PARKWAY 
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Cost Estimates 

Congress will also get cost es- 
timates and a feasibility analysis 
of four widening options. The 
low-end estimate corresponds to 
the least environmentally disrup- 
tive of the four: adding an extra 
lane on the inside that meets 
National Park Service standards. 
The most disruptive of the four — 
adding an outside lane that meets 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration standards — would cost 
at least $565 million. 

As Thursday’s meeting turned 
toward the future, the study team 
gave low odds to possible widen- 
ing. One team member agreed 
with an audience member’s char- 
acterization of the study as “a 
book,” implying it would soon be 
gathering dust on a shelf. Oth- 
ers pointed to the large number 
of steps required to integrate 
the proposed widening into “the 
long-range vision for transporta- 
tion in the state of Maryland.” 

A National Park Service rep- 
resentative went further, noting 
that these steps — which he op- 
posed — would be initiated by his 
department. 

All study members urged the 
public to submit comment letters 
once the study becomes public in 
the spring. The study itself, as 
well as a process for submitting 
written comments, will appear 
at http://www.efl.fhwa.dot.gov/ 
projects/bwp.aspx after Congress 
has seen it. No timing for these 
postings was confirmed but when 
they become available, the public 
will be notified.

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A Review 


“The Philadelphia Story” Is a Winner

The “mad “scientists, engi- 
neers, actors and musicians at 
Goddard’s MAD (Music and 
Drama) Club have launched a 
wonderful new production of “The 
Philadelphia Story.” This witty 
frolic recaptures the marital and 
class tension depicted in George 
Cukor’s movie (1940) with Cary 
Grant, Katherine Hepburn and 
Jimmy Stewart and in the paler 
musical version (“High Society” 
1956) with Bing Crosby, Grace 
Kelly and Frank Sinatra. 

Urbane reformed alcoholic C.K. 
Dexter Haven appears uninvited 
on the evening before his wealthy, 
spoiled, beautiful ex-wife Tracy 
Lord is scheduled to marry the 
dull, rich George Kittredge. Dex- 
ter has grown softer, kinder, more 
self-aware during his separation 
from Tracy; but she has not grown 
at all, “a spinster no matter how 
many times you marry,” chides 
her father. 

Further complicating matters 
is the presence of another couple. 
Tabloid journalist (Spy Magazine) 
Mike Connor is a brash working- 
class hack capable of writing au- 
thentic, passionate poetry. Huis 
photographer partner is the delight- 
ful Liz Imbrie, smitten with Mike 
but waiting while Mike’s crush on 
Tracy runs its course. 

Toss in some blackmail, mis- 
taken identities, a little skinny dip- 
ping in the moonlight (offstage), 
the curative effects of excessive 
drinking and you have an enchant- 
ing evening of theater. 

The cast is uniformly profes- 
sional and convincing. Kathleen 
Mil is excellent as the narcissistic 
Tracy; when “drunk” she collapses 
gracefully on a conveniently placed 
couch — what poise! Lucas Eng- 
lish is believably smooth, droll, 
sympathetic as Dexter. As Mike, 
Aref Dajani cracks wise, waxes 
tender and awakens Tracy to her 
fuller human self. 

Carrie Ann Todd is the very 
grounded Liz, who nevertheless 
learns to appreciate the privileged 
life of the pretty, privileged people. 
Tracy’s scheming younger sister 
Dinah is played by 10-year-old 
Elizabeth Gardner, who at one 
point plunks out “Lydia the Tat- 
tooed Lady” on the piano. I have 
to say that Groucho is more talent- 
ed but Elizabeth is much prettier.

A Review 


Alight Dance Theater’s “Truth 
Be Told” and What’s Next

Greenbelt-based Alight Dance 
Theater brought their original 
work, “Truth Be Told,” a multi- 
media satire of television real- 
ity shows, to the Greenbelt Arts 
Center this past weekend. The 
show-within-the-show featured 
staples of the genre we love 
to hate — the cheesy drama of 
successive eliminations from 
the competition, snarky inter- 
views with catty losers and gen- 
eral meanness in the spirit of 
“TI didn’t come here to make 
friends.” 

Conceived by Alight director 
Angella Foster, “Truth be Told” 
was a success, thanks in large 
part to the hilarious, spot-on act- 
ing of lead Wayles Haynes. For 
audience members who never 
watch reality TV and may have 
missed the show’s satirical jabs, 
the highlight was its fresh, inno- 
vative choreography and the skill 
of these talented dancers. 

What also worked well was 
the pairing of solo dances per- 
formed on stage in front of vid- 
eos of the same dancer perform- 
ing her solo in a beautiful out- 
door setting, offering live versus 
Memorex choices for the viewer. 
One flaw in the production was 
the poor audio quality of the 
videos of contestants speaking, 
causing the audience to miss 
much of the dialogue. 

About Alight 

“Truth Be Told” is Alight’s 
second full-length work and re- 
ceived support from the Prince 
George’s Arts Council. The 
company’s first such work, 


“Speechless,” was commissioned 
by the Kennedy Center and per- 
formed there. That work, about 
kids with special needs, reflected 
the group’s mission to “inspire 
others to be compassionate view- 
ers and participants in their com- 
munities.” 

But their mission is also to 
be a community-based dance 
troupe and their heart belongs 
to Greenbelt. In furtherance 
of that mission, the compa- 
ny invites residents to join in 
their twice-weekly classes at the 
Community Center — for free. 
And their local commitment is 
at the heart of their next work, 
celebrating Greenbelt’s 75th an- 
niversary. 

Called “Hometown Heroes,” 
it’s a year-long work with par- 
tial funding from the City of 
Greenbelt and the Greenbelt 
Community Foundation that 
still needs donations to come to 
fruition. (At Kickstarter.com, 
search for Hometown Heroes to 
contribute.) 

‘Hometown Heroes” begins in 
March with a performance by girls 
at Springhill Lake Elementary 
School that combines swing dance 
with telling the stories of women 
of Greenbelt, based on oral his- 
tories the students have gathered. 
Then in June and July the Alight 
company will perform “in and 
around” the Greenbelt Museum 
a work celebrating the lives of 
Greenbelt women from the 1930s 
to the present. “Heroes” con- 
cludes with an art installation at 
the Community Center.
